WHEREAS, the Great Bend Recreation Commission has been operating a public recreation system under
the provisions of Article 19 of Chapter 12 of the Kansas Statutes Annotated, and the Unified School
District No. 428 is currently authorized to levy a property tax of one and one half mill (1.50) for the use
of the Recreation Commission's Employee Benefit/Insurance Contribution Fund for the purpose of
paying the employers share of any employee benefits as may be prescribed in the resolution as
prescribed by K.S.A.12-1928. j

WHEREAS, the Great Bend Recreation Commission has determined that the authorized property tax of
one mill and one half of a mill (1.50) currently being levied for the use of the Commission is sufficient to
operate the employee benefit contribution fund, and the Commission determines that the annual levy
shall remain in effect for each consecutive year.
